Singleness of Purpose—-The fight led by 
the Ku Klux Klan in Herrin has not been 
a religious or racial affair. It has been a 
campaign to “clean up’’ Herrin by stopping 
the open sale of liquor. 

Success—-Herrin has been “‘cleaned up.” 
Open liquor vending, whfeh formerly went 
on in 30 or more places, has been stopped. 
Such selling as remains is bootlegging in 
almost the literal meaning of that term, 
for the seller must carry his wares about 
with him. 

Method—tThe liquor raiders, mostly 
Klansmen, have never worn mask, hood, 
or disguise of any sort. They have gone 
armed, but no one was killed in the course 
of a raid, and only two shots were fired 
—a man resisting arrest fired them. 

Authority——-The raiders, private citizens 
and mostly coal miners, were commissioned 
in legal manner as special Deputy Sheriffs 
or Deputy Constables. They operated 
with search warrants, most of them issued 
by Justices of the Peace. The legality of 
these search warrants has been questioned, 
but those arrested have not raised this 
point, and have usually pleaded guilty. 

Community Support—The  lawabiding 
element of the community has favored and 
backed the raiding and closing of public 
liquor joints. The raiding of homes has 
caused more division of sentiment, and not 
all the better part of the community has 
fully accepted the Klan’s plea that such 
raiding was a necessity. 

Consequences——Five gin fights’ in which

speaking English!

BOUT 15 years ago somebody iprented the 
word Attaboy. At first it was used only 
by the urchins or the baseball bieach- 
ers. Presentiy it was used by the coli- 
lege students. After that it was taken 
up by busisess men, lawyers, Judges 
and Congressmen ard it spread all over 

the worid. 

It is said that when King Geerge of Engiand wel- 
comed home Gen. Allenby after his conquest of 
Palestine, be put his hands on Allenby’s sroulders 
and said with deep feeling, “Attaboy!” 

The General, profoundly teucbed, was heard to 
murmur in return, “Some King, what!’’ 

This story may or may vot be true. ft ts possible 
King Georgé used merely some such dignified Kn- 
glish phrase as “Not baif bad at all!” But the story 
at any rate illustretes the tremendous change that 
has been creeping over our language. 

I am not bere referring to the use of slang. That, 
of course, is as old as tanguage itself. The man who 
uses a slang word and, tet us say, calls 
a man’s hat his “lid,” or calls a woman a 
“skirt,” is conscious of using a metaphor and 
of trying to be funny or peculiar. But the man 
who uses Attaboy language in speech or writing is 
really trying to say something; he really thinks he 
is using English. It is not merely the words that he 
uses but the way in which he uses them. 

Let me give an example. That is much quicker 
business than trying to explain the whole thing in 
a methodica! fashion. 

ATTABOY LETTER OF INVITATION. 
liere, for example—to illustrate the old style of

writing and speaking-—is a letter which I received _ 


30 years ago inviting me to attend a gather- 
ing of my college class. In point of dignity and 
good form the letter speaks for itself:

of the graduating class of 1891 will be held on 
the 5th of February in the form of a dinner at the 
Queen's Hiotel. The guest of hohor on the occa- 
sion will be Professor Baxter, who has kindly con- 
sented to deliver an address to the class. It is 
confidently expected that all the members of the 
class will take this opportunity to renew old friend- 
ships, The price of the dinner, including wines, will 
be 75 cents. May I ask you to send a reply at your 
earliest convenience. With simeere personal re- 
garda, I have the honor to be And to remain being, 
Yours very faithfully. , John Smith.” 
Now it happened that just the other day I re- 
teived a letter from the same old classmate inviting 
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me to attend a similar gathering of the class—30 
But here is how he has expressed the 


years later. 
invitation: 

“Mr. He-Map from College! This is You! Say! 
what do you think? The real old- He-Boys of 1391 
are going to gather in for a feed at the Queen’s on 
¥Yebruary 5th. Songs! Speeches! 
Fireworks! And who do you 
think Is geing to do the main 
Rig Talk! You'd never guess— 
why eld Pref. Baxter—old nut- 
sey Baxtcr! Come and hear him. 
Come aleng right now! The 
whole feed—sengs, fun and 
smokes included—is only six 
bucks.

Attaboy! Hooreo! Rev. John 
Smith (Canon of the Cathe 
dral.)” 


Let it be noted that the great 
point of the Attaboy system is 
the terrific desire for emphasis. 
A man is not calied a man. He 
is called a He-man. Even that is 
not enough. He has to be 100 
per cent he-man. And in ex- eyed, 
treme cases he must be called a , 
“100-per-cent, full-blooded, bull-chested, big-headed, 
great-hearted man”—all of this to replace the sim- 
ple, old-fashioned word gentleman. 

Indeed, one could write quite a little dictionary 
of Attaboy terms like this: 

GENTLEMAN—(See above.) 

LADY—a big-hearted, wide-eyed, warm-chested 
woman, a hundred-per-cent soul, and built square. 

FRIEND—a he-man with a hand-grip and a jaw 
that means that as soon as you see him in front of 
you, you know that he is back of you. 

SENATOR—far-sighted, frog-eyed, nation-waking 
he-man. ' 

CRIMINAIL-—no such word. 
-—“yegg’”’--—“thugt’-———“‘expert safe-cracker,” etc., ete. 
ete. : 

In the same way when the Attaboy language turns 
from the nouns to the verbs there has to be the same 
vital emphasis. The fatal step was taken when 
someone invented the word punch. Since then every 
form of action has to be described as if it occurred 
with a direct physical shock. <A speaker has got to 
hit his audience with a punch, and he must lift 
them, throw. them, in short, fairly kick them out 
of the room, 

A book is said to be arresting, gripping, com- 
pelling. It has got to hold the reader.down so that 
he can’t get up. A preacher has got to be vital, 
dynamic; he must put his sermon over; hé must 
pitch it at the audience; in short, preaching becomes 
a form of baseball, with the clergyman in the box. 

In other words, the whole of our life and thought 
has got to be restated in terms of moving things, in 
terms of electricity, radio and all the crackling phys- 
ical apparatus of the world in which we live, 

MACAULAY AND GIBBON IN ATTABOY. ~ 

It is quite clear that if this Attaboy tendency goes 
on all the books of the past will have to be rewrit- 
ten or nobody will understand them. Somebody will 
have to re-edit them so as to put into them the nec- 
essary “pep’’ and “punch” to make them readable 
by the next generation. ’ 


We can imagino how completely unintelligible 
will be the stately pages of such dignified writers 
as Macaulay or Gibbon, Here, for example, is a 
specimen of the way in which Gibbon’s “Decline 
and Fall of The Roman Empire” will be revised. 
I take as an illustration a well-known passage de- 
scribing the action of a hefoie matron of Rome in 
rallying the wavering citizens after a retreat. It 
runs:

N A LETTER to his mother the famous 
American philosopher and historian, John

homely than his picture. But when he opens 
his mouth to speak he becomes transfigured in 
a moment.

I don’t wonder that he captivated 
George Eliot. I think he is just the man that 
any woman would get in love witir. who had 
an eye for the spiritudile. * * °* I am 
perfectly in love with Lewes.’’ 


connection by marrtage was, indeed, more than so- 
ciety could tolerate.

is a cumous refrain in the “Life” referring to these 

days of authorship, in which George Elieé 
echoes her great desire to know what Thomas Case 
lyle ‘thinks of her work. The true Victorian age 
attitude is reflected better in a snatch in a letteg 
from Jane Carlyle to her husband in 1866, 11 years 
after the elopement with Lewes, and when George 
Eliot, famous and successful, was preparing teg 
“Romola.”” She would like to go, she says, “t@ 
Miss Evans, where we should go still if you would 
let us.”’

To Lewes’ sons and to her home Iffe, Georgé 
Eliot was devoted. “For the past six years I have 
ceased to be Miss Evans to anyone who has had per« 
sonal relations with me,’ she wrote, “having held 
myself under all the responsibilities of a married 
woman. I wish this to be distinctly understood, 
and when I tell you that we have a great boy of 
18 at home who calls me mother, as well as twee 
other boys, almost as tall, who write me under the 
same name, you will understand that the point ig 
not merely one of egotism or personal dignity wheal 
I request that dnyon? who has regard for me will 
cease to speak of me by my maiden name.”’ 


“The success of her experiment was too rare and 
too complete for repentance,’ wrote Henry James 
But it severed her from relatives as well as from 
friends and the great world. The “‘list of those who 
stood by her” was so short “that I can often and 
easily recall it,” she wrote. ‘“‘We are leading ne 
life of self-indulgence except, indeed, that, being 
happy in each other, we find everything easy. We 
are working hard to. provide for others’’—(one of 
them Lewes’ wife)—*“better than we provide for 
ourselves, and to fulfil! every responsibility that 
lies upon us.” Again: “Light and casily broken 
ties are what I neither desire theoretically nor could 
live for practically. Women who are satisfied with 
such ties do not act as I have done.”’ And: “It 
was never a trial to me to have been cut off from 
what is calied the world, and I think I lore none 
of my fellow creatures the less for it.”’ 

As for Lewes: “I learned to know Marian,” he 
wrote. “Po know her was to love her—and since 
then my life has been a new birth. To her I owe all 
my prosperity and my happiness. -God bless her!” 

For 24 years their life continued in happiness te- 
gether. They went nowhere in society, but each 
Sunday afternoon saw friends grouped about them 
in their home. Henry James pictures George Eliot 
fn later years: “Frail, delicate, shivering / iittle, 
muck fatigued and considerably spent, but still 
meditating on what could be acquired and imparted; 
still living in the intelligence a freer, larger life 
than probably had ever been the portion of any 
woman.” . 

And John Fiske saw ter in 1873: “She is a 
plain-looking woman. but [| think not especially 
homely.- She isn’t a blooming beauty, of course; 
you don’t expect that at 52. But her features are

Fer many generations the moralists have pointed 
to “the fall of Rome” as a conspicuous instance of 
the fatal effects of luxurious and lascivious living.

ENSATIONAL publicity is being given in 
European newspapers to the new “rotor 
ship” of Anton Fiettner, distinguished Ger- 
man engineer. Not only are the papers 
printing accounts of successive tests and 
general descriptions of the invention, such 
,25 a recent two-column article in the Times, 
London, but learned college professors also are 
writing about the ship. 

It may turn out, after all, to be a man-sized toy— 
eurious and pretty to watch, but of no value to the 
work-a-day world. And it may prove to be what 
some enthusiasts already are delcaring: A new 
application of an old theory which will revolution- 
ize the merchant marine of every country. 

Meanwhile, the salless ship continues to sail. 

Time after time, the odd-looking craft has gone 
forth from Kiel upon brief trial trips, has behaved 
to the admiration of all beholders and returned 
safely to her moorings. With no canvas spread to 
eatch the breeze, with no smoke issuing from what 
look like two big smokestacks rising from her dec 
Flettner’s ship has sailed at her commander’s will. 

The Buckau, for that is her name. has shown a2 
fine independence of the wind’s direction, moving 
smoothly toward almost any point of the compass. 
She has altered her course more speedily than mor- 
tal ship ever did Before, rivaling the well-known 
make of auto whose boastful owner “can turn upon 
a dime.” Most remarkable of all. perhaps, she has 
at times sailed backward and made no hardship 
of it. | 

Although these points are just the acrobatics of 
the Buckau, and no such proof of her usefulness 
as will be the acid test of experience, it is inter- 
esting also to note what she has done in the way 
ef speed. On one of the earlier occasions, for ex- 
ample, when there was a light breeze of thrée knots, 
the Buckau attained a speed of four and one-half 
knots. The rate of one knot g@eans one nautical 
mile of 6087 feet an hour. Therefore, at four and 
ene-half knots she was traveling four and one-half 
nautical miles, or almost five and one-fifth ordi- 
nary miles, an hour. 

Some two months after the tests began, Flettner 
took the Buckau out one day for a trial in a heavy 
sea. certainly not the time which would be chosen 
by a faint-hearted inventor. She attained a speed 
of nine knots, or more than 101-3 ordinary miles, 
an tour. On that occasion. Fiettner said he was 
satisfied-as to the seaworthiness of his ship. 

Still higher speeds mar be expected from the 
sailless p. but not even Flettner anticipates that 
the new system ever will displace steam engines 
and motors. That it will cive the final knockout 
to the masts and sails which have been used for 
many centu and which still propel a vast num- 
ber of freichters and leisurely moving craft 
of the ocean, is the opinion now finding expression 
abroad.

The air of the wind, as 
it approaches the tower, 
has a choice of two ways to 
Pass it, and naturally the 
larger part follows the 
path of least resistance, 
and the speed of the air on 
the side of the tower where 
the directions of motion co- 
incide is greater than the 
speed of the air on the op- 
posite side. 

The result of all this is 
that a difference of pres- 
sure occurs on the two 
sides of the tower. On the 
side where the directions 
of tower motion and wind 
motion coincide, the more 
rapidly moving air is at a 
distinctly lower pressure 
than the air on the oppo- 
site side, where those two 
motions oppose each other. 


It is in this difference of 
pressure that the real mo- 
tive power originates. 
There is a natural tendency 
for the tower to be moved 
in the direction from the 
higher pressure to the low- 
er pressure; that is, in a 
direction across the wind 
stream and towards the po- 
sition in which, by the co-

incidence of wind direc- 
tion and tower rotation di- 
rection, a greater wind ve- 
locity is produced, with an 
accompanying reduction of 
pressure. 

“The two towers thus 
act as sails in the true 
sense,” observes the Times correspondent, “and 
though they are smooth and of comparatively small 
area, they prove to be very much more efficient than 
the old-fashioned sails. Of the changes of pressure 
observed, the reduction on the one side is far great- 
er, and therefore more important, than the slight in- 
crease in pressure on the opposite side.”

Age. Says Dr. Flamm, in part: 
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» Smooth sheetiron that can easily be 
rotated around the central mast supporting it. As- 
sume now that a wind is blowing against this cyl- 
inder from the north, and the cylinder is rotated 
in .lie same direction as the hands of a watch— 
that is, toward the right, from the west to the north 
and f-om the north to the east. 

“In such a case, the west side of the cylinder wil! 
be turning into the face of the north wind, and the 
east side will be turning with the wind—that is, run- 
ning before it. There wil] then result a condensa- 
tion of the air on the west side of the eylinder, and 
a rarefaction of the air on the east side, with the 
result that pressure is exerted against the west side 
of the cylinder and suction from the east side. 

“Experiments show that the suction is much 
stronger than the pressure; they bear approximately 
the ratio of three to two to each other. Both forces. 
pressure and suction, are exerted in the same direc- 
tion. They are added together, and their total! 
effect upon the cylinder and the vessel is to propel 
them through the water from the west to the «ast.”’ 

Dr. Flamm notes that, by having placed one of 
the towers forward on the Buckau and the other aft. 
the vessel is operated with greater facility and, 
in fact, can be maneuvered more freely than an 
ordinary vessel can be. Under the conditions de- 
scribed above the vessel can be steered toward any 
point on the east half of the compass. 

When the forward cylinder is rotating faster than 
the aft cylinder, the pressure on the aft portion of 
the ship will be less. Or the aft cylinder can be 
stopped entirely, when the effect will be like that in 
an ordinary sailing vessel with only her foresails set. 

By changing the direction of the cylinders’ rota- 
tion (reversing their motion), and with the wind 
blowing as before, the vessel is propelled in a di- 
rection opposite to her former course. Or the two 
cylinders can be rotated in opposite directions, in 
whitch case the effect of the wind is to turn the 
vessel around upon its ¢genter. The only thing that 
Flettner’s ship cannot do which an ordinary sailing 
vessel can do, is to run before the wind. The Buckau 
can only approximate such a course. 

“Furthermore,” continues Dr. Flamm, “all these 
sailing maneuvers can be performed by one man, 
standing upon the ship’s bridge, and moving two 
electric levers which control the motors that ro- 
tate the cylinders. In other words, one man can 
do in a moment what it takes a whole crew severa! 
minutes to accomplish on the best-managed sailing 
yessel.””

This writer notes that the motors, connected 
with Diesel engine and dynamo, are. placed within 
the towers which they move. The norma! speed of 
the rotating towers is 120 revolutions a minute. 
Since the motion, even at close quarters, is virtually 
noiseless, he assumes that the mounting is an ex- 
ample of good engineering work. 

Each tower can be rotated independently of the 
other, at varying speeds and in either direction, and 
in these differences of motion arises the steering ca- 
pacity of the vessel. 

Another good description of the “Magnus effect” 
and how Fiettner has applied it in the case of the 
Buckau comes from the pen of Dr. Oswald Flamm, 
professor of naval architecture at the Technical Uni- 
versity in Berlin.
